Re: Violations of Proposition 65 Concerning Handbags Containing Di Isononyl Phthalate ("DINP")

To whom else this may concern:

Consumer Advocacy Group, Inc. ("CAG"), the noticing entity, located at 9903 Santa Monica Boulevard
#225, Beverly Hills, California 90212, serves this Notice of Violation ("Notice") on the Above Listed
Entities ("Violators"), pursuant to and in compliance with The Safe Drinking Water and Toxic Enforcement
Act of 1986 ("Proposition 65"). Violators may contact CAG concerning this Notice through its designated
person, its attorney, Reuben Yeroushalmi, 9100 Wilshire Boulevard, Suite 240W, Beverly Hills, CA 90212,
telephone no. (310) 623-1926, facsimile no. (310) 623-1930. This Notice satisfies a prerequisite for CAG to
commence an action against Violators in any Superior Court of California to enforce Proposition 65. The
violations addressed by this Notice occurred at numerous locations in each county in California as reflected
in the district attorney addresses listed in the attached distribution list. CAG is serving this Notice upon each
person or entity responsible for the alleged violations, the California Attorney General, the district attorney
for each county where alleged violations occurred, and the City Attorney for each city with a population
(according to the most recent decennial census) of over 750.000 located within counties where the alleged
violations occurred.

CAG is an organization based in California. CAG is an entity dedicated to protecting the consumer
environment, improving human health, and supporting environmentally sound commercial practices. By
sending this Notice, CAG is acting "in the public interest" pursuant to Proposition 65.

This Notice concerns violations of the warning prong of Proposition 65, which states that "(n]o person in the
course of doing business shall knowingly and intentionally expose any individual to a chemical known to the
state to cause cancer or reproductive toxicity without first giving clear and reasonable warning to such
individual ... " CAL.HEALTH& SAFETYCODE !l 25249.6.

CAG has discovered Handbags. specifically Handbags with Plastic Components ("Handbags")
containing DINP On December 20,2013. the Governor of California added DlNP to the list of chemicals
known to the State to cause cancer. The above additions took place more than twenty (20) months before
CAG served this Notice.

An exemplar of the violations caused by Handbags containing DINI' includes but is not limited 10:



• "love trove;" "LOS ANGELES;" "macy's backstage;" "829 72 11 A 00107;" "4 92608
156195;" "MADE IN CHINA;" Black and Clear Handbag.

This Notice addresses consumer products exposures. A'" [cJonsumer products exposure' is an exposure which
results from a person's acquisition, purchase, storage, consumption, or other reasonably foreseeable use of a
consumer good, or any exposure that results from receiving a consumer service." CAL.CODEREGS.27 tit. S
25602(b).

Violators caused consumer product exposures in violation of Proposition 65 by producing or making available
Handbags for distribution or sale to consumers. The packaging for Handbags (meaning any label or other
written, printed or graphic matter affixed to or accompanying the product or its container or wrapper) contains
no Proposition 65-compliant warning. Nor did Violators, with regard to Handbags, provide a system of signs,
public advertising identifYing the system and toll-free information services, or any other system, which
provided clear and reasonable warnings. Nor did Violators, with regard to Handbags, provide identification
of the product at retail outlets in a manner that provided a compliant warning through shelf labeling, signs.
menus. or a combination thereof.

These violations occurred each day between December 20, 2016, and December 20,2019, and are ever
continuing thereafler.

The principal routes of exposure were through dern1al contact, inhalation, and ingestion. Persons sustain
exposures by carrying, handling, or using the Handbags without wearing gloves or by touching bare skin or
mucous membranes with or without gloves after handling Handbags, as well as direct and indirect hand to
mouth contact, hand to mucous membrane, trans-dermal absorption, or breathing in particulate matter
emanating from the Handbags during use, as well as through environmental mediums that carry the DINP
once contained within the Handbags.

Proposition 65 requires that notice of intent to sue be given to the violator(s) sixty (60) days before the suit is
filed. CAL. HEALTH& SAFETYCODE S 25249.7(d)(l). With this letter, CAG gives notice of the alleged
violations to Violators and the appropriate governmental authorities. In absence of any action by the
appropriate governmental authorities within sixty (60) calendar days of the sending of this notice, CAG may
file suit. See CAL.CIY. PROC.CODES 1013; CAL.HEALTH& SAFETYCODES 25249.7(d)(l); and CAL.CODE
REGS.tit. 27 S 25903(d)(l). Per Cal. COGeRegs. tit. 27, S 25600.2(g) (2018) the retail seller noticed on this
60-Day Notice is hereby requested to promptly provide the names and contact information for the
manufacturer(s), producer(s), packager(s), importer(s), supplier(s), and/or distributor(s) of the product(s)
identified in this Notice.

CAG remains open and willing to discussing the possibility of resolving its grievances short of forn1al
litigation. With the copy of this Notice submitted to the Violators, a copy of the following is attached: The
Safe Drinking Water and Toxic Enforcement Act of 1986 (Proposition 65): A Summary.

WI/AT DOES PROPOSITION 65 REQUIRE!

Till' "Propositioll 65 List. "Under Proposition 65. the lead agency (OEHI IA) publishes a list of
chemicals that are known to the State of California to cause cancer and/or reproducti\'e toxicity.
Chcmicals are placed on the Proposition 65 list if they are known to cause cancer and/or birth
defects or other reproductive harm. such as damage to lemale or male reproductive systems or to
the developing Ictus. This list must be updated at least once a year. The current Proposition 65 list
of chemicals is a\'ailable on the OEllI IA websitc at:
http://ww.v.oehha.ca.gov/prop65/Drop65Iist/Ne\\.list.html.

Only those chemicals that arc on the list are regulated under Proposition 65. Businesses that
produce. use. release or otherwise engage in activities involving listed chemicals must comply
with the lollowing:

Cll'lIr IIml rl'lI.wmllbll' 1I'lImillgs. A business is required to W'arn a person bel()re "knowingly and
intentionally" exposing that person to a listed chemical unless an exemption applies. The warning
gi\'en must be "clear and reasonable." This means Ihat the warning must: (I) clearly say thal the
chemical involved is kno\n1 to cause cancer. or birth deleets or other reproductive harm: and (2)
be given in such a way that it will el'iCeti\'ciy reach the person bel(lre he or she is exposed to that
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chemical. Some exposures are exempt from the warning requirement under cel1ain circumstances
discussed below.

Prohibitioll from disclUlrges illto drillkillg water. A business must not knowingly discharge or
release a listed chemical into water or onto land where it passes or probably will pass into a source
of drinking water. Some discharges are exempt from this rcquirement under certain circumstanccs
discussed below.

DOES PROPOSITION 65 PROVIDE ANY EXEAIPTIONS~

E\"IlOsures that pose 110sigllificallt risk of Cllllcer. For chemicals that are listed under Proposition
65 as known to the State to cause cancer. a warning is not required if the business causing the
exposure can demonstrate that the exposure occurs at a level that poses "no signi tkant risk:' This
means that the exposure is calculated to result in not more than one excess case of cancer in
100,000 individuals exposed over a 70-year lifetime. The Proposition 65 regulations identify
specilic "No Significant Risk Levels" (NSRLs) !()r many listed carcinogens. Exposures below
these levels are exempt from the warning requirement. Sce OEIIIIA's website at:
http://www.oehha.ca.gov/prop65/getNSRLs.html for a list of NSRLs. and Section 25701 et .IC'f.
of the regulations for information conccrning how these levels are calculated.

In other words. thc level of exposure
must be below the "no observablc cffect level" divided by 1.000. This number is known as thc
lVlaximum Allowablc Dose Level (MADL). Sec Ol:llllA's website at:

ol"the regulations for information concerning Ill)\\' thcsc Iev'cls are calculatcd.

E\"IIO.,"res to i\'l//uI'IIIZI'Occllrrillg Chemical, ill Food. Certain exposurcs to chcmicals that
naturally occur in lilOds (i.e" that do not result li'om any knov\"I1human activ'ity. ineluding activ'ity
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by someone other than the person causing the exposure) are exempt from the warning requirements
of the law. If the chemical is a contaminant2 it must be reduced to the lowest level feasible.
Regulations explaining this exemption can be found in Section 2550 I.

Discharges that do not resnlt in a "significant amolmt" of the listed chemical entering any
sonrce of drinking water. The prohibition from discharges into drinking water does not apply if
the discharger is able to demonstrate that a "significant amount" of the listed chemical has not,
does not, or will not pass into or probably pass into a source of drinking water. and that the
discharge complies with all other applicable laws. regulations, permits, requirements, or ordcrs. A
"significant amount" means any detectable amount, except an amount that would meet the "no
significant risk" level for chemicals that cause cancer or that is 1,000 times below the "no
observable effect" level for chemicals that cause reproductive toxicity, if an individual were
exposed to that amount in drinking water.

HOW IS PROPOSITION 65 ENFORCED?

Enforcement is carried out through civil lawsuits. These lawsuits may be brought by the Attorney
General. any district attorney. or certain city attorneys. Lawsuits may also be brought by private
parties acting in the public interest. but only alier providing notice of the alleged violation to tbe
Attorney General. the appropriate district attorney and city attorney. and the business accuscd of
the violation. Thc not icc must provide adequatc information to allow the recipient to assess thc
nature of the alleged violation. The notice must comply with the information and proccdural
requirements spccified in Scction 25903 ofTitlc 27 and scctions 3100-3103 ofTitlc I I. A privatc
party may not pursuc an indcpcndcnt cnforccmcnt action undcr Proposition 65 if OIlC of thc
govcrnmcntaloflicials notcd abovc initiatcs an cnforccmcnt action within sixty days of thc noticc.

A business found to be in violation of Proposition 65 is subject to civil pcnaltics of up to $2.500
per day for each violation. In addition. thc busincss may be ordered by a court to stop committing
the violation.

A private party may not file an Cnl(lrCcment actioll bascd on ccrtain cxposurcs if thc allcgcd
violator mccts spccific conditions. For the I(lliowing typcs of exposures. thc Act providcs an
opportunity I(lr the busincss to corrcct thc allcged violation:

• An cxposurc to alcoholic be\'cragcs that arc consumcd Oil thc alleged \'iolator's prcmises to the
extcnt onsitc consumption is pcrmilled by la\\:

• An cxposure to a Proposition 65 listcd chcmical in a /,)od or bcvcrage prcpared and sold on the
allcged violator's prcmises that is primarily intcndcd Illr immediate consumption 011- or ofl~
premises. This only applics if the chcmical was not intentionally added to the IllOd. and was formed
by cooking or similar preparation of l'lOd or bc\'cragc compollents necessary to rcndcr thc f(l(,d or
beverage palatable or to a\'()id microbiological contaminatioll:

• l\n cxposure to cl1\'i rOlllllcntal to bacco Sllloke. ca uscd b~ cntry 0 I' pc'rsons (othcr than elll 1'1o~ ccs)
on prcmiscs ()\\ ncd or opcratcd by thc allcgcd \ ioiatOJ' \\ hcrc sllloking is pcrmitlL'd at all~ location
on thc prcmiscs:
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• An exposure to listed chemicals in engine exhaust, to the extent the exposure occurs inside a
facility owned or operated by the alleged violator and primarily intended for parking non-
commercial vehicles.

II' a private party alleges that a violation occurred based on one of the exposures described above,
the private party must first provide the alleged violator a notice of special compliance procedure
and proof of compliance form.
